Soon after man had learned ‘how 
‘make a fire he learned how to cook 
food. This made it possible for film to 
eat many: foods which previously had 
been too téugh. Incidentally, the cook- 
Ing of his food, by sterilizing it, pro- 
tected man from some. of his parasitic 
enemies. 

Liying under -the artificial conditions 
which now prevail, it is almost neces- 
Bary to cook everything before eating. 
| Nuts are generally excepted because we 
throw away the tough hulls. Bananas 
and oranges are exceptions because we 
discard the rind or peel. Most of these 
exceptions are protected against bacte- 
rial pollution by 
rinds, knd hulls. 

But to even so beneficent an art as 
cooking ‘there is a reverse side. Some 
foods tose vitamins by being cooked. 
This is especially true of the vitamin 
which prevents scurvy. Adding soda to 
foods while they are being cooked is 
especially destructive to vitamins. Some‘ 
foods lose valuable salts during the act 
of cooking. Some methods of cooking | 
cause much greater loss of salts than 
others. 


liquors is that they save for the table | 
salts that would otherwise be lost. Some 
foods, and some vegetables especially, 

are made less palatable by cooking, or 

by certain methods of cooking. 

Misses Simpson and Halliday say this 
is especially true of cabbage, caulifiow- 
er, Brussels sprouts, turnips, onions, and 
other odoriferous vegetables. . If these | 
are cooked too long the sulphur which ! 
they contain is released to certain new 
combinations. This causes the vegeta- 
bles to turn dark, to become. displeasing 
In color, to develop an oily, rank odor 
and taste, and to become less Agesti- 
ble as well as less palatable, to say 
nothing of becoming more odoriferous. 
They say spring cabbage should be 
boiled five minutes, winter cabbage 
seven minutes, cauliflower eight min- 
utes.

Space between the walls of the re- 
frigerator and the food containers is 
important, since this permits that 
complete circulation of afr necessary 
for the preservation of food.

DAIRY PROBLEMS

Discoveries Will Aid 
Public. 

Scientists attendink the annual con- 
vention of the American Dairy Sci- 
ence association at Madison, Wis., a 
few days ago, indicated which way the 
straws are blowing in dairylagd. Ex- 
cerpts from their talks are filled with 
interesting facts for the city con- 
sumer 8s well as the farmer who pro- 
duces milk. 
better. Improvement association rec- 
ords for eight years show that the 
production. of the average cow in- 
creased 1,333 pounde of milk and 48 
pounds of butterfat. Every year since 
1923 the tested cows have shown a 
gain in the production of both milk 
and butterfat, according to J. B. Park- 
er, who reported the federal govern- 
ment’s summary of improvement as- 
sociation records. : | 

Consumers are advised by P. H.

Other Fallacies Routed.

Nor 
does its intenalty disappear with age. 
That puts an end to the false assump- 
tion that vanilla flavor, more than 
any other flavor, deteriorates when 
ice cream is stored. Lucas found this 
out from testa. 

Soy beans were acquitted of one 
charge, but found guilty of another at 
the meeting. This high protein feed 
does not affect the flavor of dairy 
products, but alters the texture of but- 
ter. W. B. Nevens and P. H. Tracy 
brought this information to the sci- 
entists. 

They claim that neither soy bean 
hay nor ground soy beans were found 
to have any effect on the flavor of the 
milk, skim milk, cream, or butter. 
However, rayipne containing soy beans 
influenced body of the butter. 
Ground soy béans made the butter 
gummy, ahd thé condition became 
worse as the proportion of soy beans 
increased. 

Soy bean hay had a similar effect, 
but to a less degree. Although the ef- 
fects of soy beans upon the butter 
were not serious, the score of the prod- 
uct was reduced 1 to 1% points. 
Studies to find a method whereby this 
effect can be remedied are being con- 
tinued at the Illinois institution. —

‘baby talk,” but with the desire to 
make their lives richer and happier 
than ours, with the new light that 
has been. given.”

‘Menelaus by Taacher. 

“The part of Menelaus was forcibly 
sung by Herr Curt Taucher. His is a 
less enviable part than those of either 
of the two principal women, and for 
its complete portrayal it requires more 
than the mere horse power of the Hel- 
den tenor. Throughout the opera, at 
any rate up to the final scene, when 
his mind is magically and rather 
tamely cleared, Menelaus is obsessed 
with the desire to kill, first Helen, 
then the phantom of Paris, then again 
the re-creation of Paris which he dis- 
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Helen. We did not feel that the com- 
poser had realized the dramatic possi- 
bilities of the as clearly as he did 
the more picturesque figure of the two 
women. It is easier for the operatic 
composer to idealize than to realize. 

“Tt is Strquss’ power of idealization 
which makes the two trio movements, 
one at the culmination of‘ each act, 
supremely successful. So succeasful, 
indeed, is the second that, after it, 
all the art of the Dresden stage was 
required to cope with the suggestion 
of banality in the final scene of all. 
Helen and Menelaus, reconciled by the 
arrival of their innocent child riding 
a white horse and bringing other 
white horses for her father and mother 
to ride home on with her, is just a 
little too reminiscent of popular film 
drama. Here it was dealt with tact- 
fully in a highly decorative tabdicau.

The loyal, devoted Chicagoan hopes 
that the time will come when the 
windy city by the lake will have as 
widespread a renown for its contri- 
butions to culture and the high arts 
as it now has for lawiess violence 
and degraded politics.

Education to 
Mexican Pupils 


Many Receiving Sets in 
Rural Schools. 
MEXICO CITY, June 30-—The torch 
of progress has been carried into many 
regions of Mexico whose people had 
ved tn an oid time manner by radio 
broadcasts to rural schools that have 
been inaugurated by the Mexican de 
partment of public education. These 
broadcasts, which are given twice 
every day, except Sunday, have been 
in effect three months and are put 
on air through station CZE in the 
department of public education head- 
quarters in this city. 


At present there are 115 large and 
small schools in Mexico that are re- 
ceiving these programs, which consist 
of gymnastic instructions, health talks, 
domestic science and handiwork in- 
structions in the mornings, and con- 
certs and other cultural entertainment 
in the evening. Once a week an in- 
struction lecture to teachers in the 
rural schools is given by various offi- 
cials of the department of ap Peet 
Twice each week a special p 


More to Be Installed. 


Of the‘schools that receive these 
broadcasts twenty-five are in the states 
of Mexico, Hidalgo and Puebla. Each 
of these has a small receiving set. 
There are also fifteen radios in use 


rero. The remaining seventy-five 
schools are in the larger towns and 
cities of Mexico. Thirty-five receiving 
sets of the “ Titlanfli” type are to be 
installed in as many rural schools 
during July. iv 

An idea of the remoteness of some, 
of the schools in which sets have 
been installed may be gained from the 
fact that it was necessary for Ramon 
Castaneda, chief operator of station. 
CZE, to travel eight days on horseback 
to make a single installation.

First Paid Radio 
Message Was Sent 


LONDON, June 30.— Thirty years 


officially adopted as a public means 
of communication when Lord Kelvin 
paid Senator Marconi one shiliine 
for the transmission of the first paid 
message.

lead and exhaust the opponents’ 
trumps, 

In the first place, credit the trump- 
maker with an assumption that if 
neither opponent made a bid the quick 
tricks, of which there may be six as a 
minimum or eight as a maximum, 
which are not held by himself and 
dummy are probably divided evenly 
between the two opponents. 


The opening lead will show whether 
the quick tricks in a suit are held by 
the Opener or divided between the 
two partners unless the dummy or de- 
clarer possesses one or more. 

It-is self-evident that if the one who 
has the first lead doesn’t open the suit 
with the king that he hasn't the ace- 
king nor the king-queen and if a spot 
card is opened and neither the dummy 
nor the declarer has the ace or king, 
it is a certainty that the king is in 
the hands of the leader and the ace 
in his partner’s hand, as the opener 


‘would not lead a spot card when he 


held the ace and he would find that 
in the order of preference a suit 
headed by an ace would be the last 
thing he would open. 

There are twe conditions which 
must be considered before determining 
the opening lead, namely: 

First—Partner has made no bid. 

Second—Partner has made » bid, 
not forced. 

The opener if partner has ae bid, 
opens preferably: 

1. His own long suit if headed by 


hand could be used to kill aces or

2. If he has no such holding and 
has a singleton lower than the king, 
open with the singleton, provid- 
ing, of course, he has smal! or mod- 
erate sized trumps that he would like 
to use if his partner wins the first 
trick and returns the suit. 


3. If unable to make either of thi 


above openings, open a long suit head: | 


ed by queen-jack-ten or jack-ten-nine, 
leading the top. 


4. Without the holdings indicated 
above, open a three card suit, if head- 
ed by the king-queen, queen-jack, or 
jack-ten and lead the top. 

5. If having none of the above hold- 
ings open a long suit headed by a 
king or queen, leading the fourth best 
in the suit, 

§. If having none of the above and 
you hold a two card suit [doubleton] 
headed by jack or lower—open that 
suit with top card. 

7. Otherwise open any three card 
suit, leading the top unless headed 
by jack or better, in which event lead 
the middle card. 

If, however, your partner has made 
a bid, not forced, and the one to lead 
has not de a bid, the order of 
preference is as follows: 

1, Open your own long suit if head- 
ed by ace-king, or king-queen, or 
queen-jack-ten, but if you do not hold 
anything of ‘this kind 

‘Does your partner’s fa} 
holding three or less, open the top, or, 
{b]} holding four or ‘more of the suit 
with the ace or two honors in se- 
quence, lead the top, but in all other 
cases lead your fourth best. 

3: If he has bid <wo suits open 
the first one he mentioned unless you 
hold a singleton or doubleton in the 
second suit he bid ard if in addition 
you hold three trumps headed by ace 
or king. You may also open the sec- 
ond suit that he has bid if you hold 


‘greater length in it and four trumps. 


In leading, it is always well to lead 
a winner that will save the game 
or set the declarer, unless it is a win- 
ning trump, which, of course, will al- 
ways win, and yet if that would ex- 
haust the trumps and enable you to 
make’ another winning or other win- 
ning cards it should be led. 


Don’t ever play a card that will] 


surely put the declarer in the lead 
when he has in his own hand or 
dummy an established suit that he 
can bring in and discard thereon cards 
that would have been lost to the oppo- 
nents. There are two ways of getting 
information regarding a side suit. In 
the first place, ask yourself if the de- 
clarer would be playing a suit trump 
or a no trump if he had the cards 
eoncerning whose location you are in 
doubt, and if you can determine that 
if he held the missing card he would 


have been playing a no trump and he. 


isn’t, then your partner must have it. 
In the next place, if you can’t hold 
the declarer from maling game or his 
contract unless your partner has the 
winner or winners in an unopened 
suit, play that he does hold them.

Washington, D. C., June 30.—A)—, 
Aithough they will be given a hearing, 
few of the 162 broadcasting stations 
recently notified that they were slated 
for elimination Aug. 1 will be allowed 


members of the federal radio commis- 
sion have indicated. 


The commission, after a thorough 
study of the performance records of 
these stations, says it is convinced 
they are not being operated in the 
Public interest. Many of them have 
been giving incomplete program serv- 
ice, members of the commission say, 
some of the smaller stations operating 


for elimination are said to have caused 
interference by wandering off their as- 
signed frequencies and by exceeding 
their power allotments. Some broad- 
casters have failed to employ licensed 
operators. 

At the hearings on the applications 
of these stations for renewal of 
licenses which begin July 9, the bur- 
den of service proof will be on’ the 
owners. In a letter to these broad- 
casters, Judge Ira E. Robinson, chair- 
man. of the commission, says: ‘f At this 
hearing unless you ean make an 
affirmative showing that public inter 
est, convenience or necessity will be 
served by the granting of your appli- 
cation, it will be finally denied.’ 
Further indication that the com- 
niission intends decisive action is con- 
tained in the statement by. Judge 
Robinson that “‘congress by the s0- 
called Davis amendment has directed 
the commission to deal with the mat- 
ter of a surplus of stations with a 
firm hand and the commission pro- 
poses to so act,” 

He says that, after a critical study, 
it is his firm opinion the radio act is 
not subject to successful attack and 
that all the regulatory powers granted 


the commission may be/ constitution- 


ally exercised, The judge declares, 
however; that the broadcasters and 
listening public will be given a square 
deal by the commission.
